MARYLAND FOOD 
BROKERS STUDY 
GRADING PROCEDURE 


At the regular monthly meeting of 
the Maryland Food Brokers Associa- 
tion, held at Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity last week, some 50 to 60 Mary- 
land food brokers, and their guests, 
heard an interesting and enlightening 
discussion of the various factors and 
objective props used to determine the 
quality grade of various canned and 
frozen fruits and vegetables. Messrs. 
Edwin R. Thompson and David L. 
Burton, who share the responsibilities 
of developing new standards and _ re- 
vising the old at the Processed Prod- 
ucts Inspection Branch, Fruit & Vege- 
table Division, AMS, USDA office in 
Washington, cut and graded a num- 
ber of samples to demonstrate how 
the scores for the varying quality fac- 
tors are determined. Of particular in- 
terest to the brolers, were the color 
bars which are used to determine the 
degree of variation from standard 
color, and the hand-painted replicas 
of fruit halves, depicting minor and 
major blemishes, and other defects. 

Mr. Thompson, who had only re- 
cently returned from London, where 
a USDA grading team made a com- 
parison study of the qualities of fruits 
and vegetables produced in foreign 
countries with those produced in the 
United States, advised that foreign 
qualities are, for the most part, equal 
or superior to U. S. foods. Those 
firms interested in foreign markets, 
he said, should be forewarned.

AGRICULTURE 


Condition of Crops 


CALIFORNIA, Sept. 2—The_ pick- 
ing of tomatoes tor processing is now 
underway in all districts of the State. 
The Total receipts through Septem- 
ber 2 were 391,639 tons, 72. percent 
greater than deliveries to this date a 
year ago. The increased tonnage has 
not continued through the past week 
and many canners feel that total pro- 
duction will fall short of last year and 
have withdrawn. 


FOWLER, COLO., Sept. 7—Our 
tomato crop is two weeks late and 
temperatures have been low for this 
time of years. We will need a very 
late frost to harvest crop that is in 
the fields. 


DELAWARE-MARYLAND, Sept. 9 
—On the Peninsula sweet corn and 
tomato harvests were nearing comple- 
tion but sizable acreage of these 
two crops remained to be picked West 
of Chesapeake Bay. Last week fall 
srap beans began moving in volume 
to processors and generally good yields 
are anticipated though rain is needed 
in some localities. In the Sussex 
County area the harvesting of lima 
beans was about 80 percent complete. 
About 5 percent of the Wicomico 
County sweet potato crop was dug 
last week. 


INDIANA, Sept. 6—The Central- 
Eastern section had a severe thunder 
storm one day with one to two days 
of light rain throughout the State. 
Temperatures have been in the high: 
80's and 90's throughout the State. 
Generallv the size and color of to- 
matoes have been but hot 
weather has produced some softenine. 
All) companies are operating with 
heavy deliveries expected the coming 
week. 


HARTFORD CITY, IND., Sept. 4 
—The tomato crop is about two weeks 
late in our area. We are further bur- 
dened with the Labor Department's 
ruling concerning the importing of 
foreign labor for nicking. Our growers 
are about all fed up with the scab 
labor we are having to pick up to re- 
place the always reliable BWI work- 
ers. If something isn’t done soon 
tomato growing in Indiana will be a 
thing of the past. This has grown 
into a serious situation. 


MT. COMFORT, IND., Sept. 9—

to fall off quickly after September 20.

NEW YORK MARKET 


Trading Quiet in Canned Foods—Buyers 
Taking Goods Only As Needed 


By “New York Stater” 
New York, September 15, 1961] 
THE SFPUATION—A strengthen- 
ing tone in canned tomatoes in the 
East is reported, with early reports 
indicating that the pack in the ti- 
states is running behind a year ago. 
Canned corn, on the other hand, is 
showing some signs of easiness, par- 
ticularly in the midwest, where the 
pack is reported running heavy. ‘Trad- 
ing in canned foods otherwise has 
been rather quiet this week, reflecting 
the Jewish holidays which found a 
good part of the trade closed down. 
THE OUTLOOK—With the first 
flush of new pack canned foods buy- 


ing dying out, the trade is getting: 


back to a replacement buying program 
in the case of many staples. There is 
very little inclination evident to take 
on stocks far ahead of actual require- 
ments, and it is expected that the 
trade will continue to adhere to such 
conservative buying practices unless 
a major change in the international 
situation should develop. ‘Thus far, 
however, there has been no evidence 
of “scarce buying.” 
TOMATOES—With many canner- 
ies in the tristates closing down as 
the supply of readily available raw 
stor’ shrinks, the trade is inclined to 
loo. for an early stiffening in canned 
tom to values. Currently, standard 1's 
are flered at a range of 9714 cents to 
SI, vith 303s at $1.20, 21Y%4s at $2.05- 
S20. and 10s at $7.25 per dozen, 
lo canneries. Midwestern canners 
arc juoting new pack standard 303s 
at 30, with extra standards at $1.50. 


/RN—Standard corn from the 
pack has been appearing in 
volume, with tristate packers 
ng $1.25 to $1.30, with extra 
ards at $1.35-$1.40, and fancy at 
Reports from the Midwest note 
‘vy pack, with some price shading 
ping on 10s and buyers looking 
ancy 303s at better than the 
ng range of $1.50-$1.55. Demand 
lowed as distributors wait near- 
developments. 
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PEAS—Reports from tristate can- 
ning areas note unsold stocks of peas 
in canners’ hands as unusually light 
for this time of year. Packers are 
quoting standard pod run Alaskas for 
prompt shipment at $1.15-$1.20, with 
extra standards at $1.25-$1.30. Stand- 
ard pod run sweets held at $1.20 to 
$1.25, with extra standards at $1.30- 
$1.35. 


BEANS—There has been a_ fairly 
brisk and continuing demand for new 
pack green beans, and the market is 
showing a steady tone. Standard short 
cut 303s are quoted at $1.0214 to 
$1.05, mostly the latter, with full 
standard 114” cut holding at $1.10, 
with an occasional lot at $1.0714. The 
market for extra standards holds at 
$1.15, with 4-sieve beans strong at 
$1.25, with fancy cut 4-sieve at $1.40- 
$1.45, and fancy French style holding 
at $1.55 per dozen. 

RSP CHERRIES—Heavy buying of 
No. 10 red sour pitted cherries by 
government agencies brought 
firmness to the market, with mid- 
western canners generally holding at 
$12.50, with some down to $12.25. 
The market on 303s is quoted at a 
range of $2.05 to $2.10, mostly the 
latter figure. Trade demand is only 
routine, however, in the light of re- 
ports of a good pack. 

OTHER FRUITS—Routine inter- 
est was shown in West Coast fruits 
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during the week, with no major 
changes reported. Demand _ for 
Florida citrue juices has also been 
quiet during the period, with no price 
changes reported. . . . Hand-to-mouth 
demand is reported in canned apple 
sauce. 

SARDINES—With the pack in 
Maine, at last reports, running more 
than a million cases below average, 
the market continues to strengthen, 
with quarter keyless oils, mustard or 
tomato held at S11 with small fish 
(8-12 count) quoted at $11.50 per 
case, and key carton oils, 50s, held at 
36.60. Pack to Sept. 2 was estimated 
at 358,000 cases, against an average 
for the past nine years of better than 
1,500,000 cases at this point in the 
packing season. Canners are hoping 
that the pack can be stepped up dur- 
ing the balance of the season, but the 
outcome depends upon whether or 
not a major run of fish develops. 

‘TUNA—Continued strength is re- 
ported in tuna, with improving de- 
mand. Fancy solid pack albacore 
halves are holding at a range of 
$12.50-$13.50, with yellowfin chunk 
style strong at $10.10, f.0.b. west coast 
canneries. Distributors are believed to 
be carrying only limited stocks of 
tuna, necessitating frequent small-lot 
replacement purchases. 

SALMON—Buyers remain in the 
market for new pack fancy Columbia 
River chinook salmon, with canner 
Offerings on the short side. The mar- 
ket for fancy halves is held firm at 
$28.50 per case, with quarters at 
$16.50 f.o.b. A little activity is re- 
ported in new pack Alaska salmon, 
but buyers generally are holding to 
the sidelines until all factors are out 
with opening prices and they have a 
better line on probable supply and 
price prospects for the new marketing 
year. 

SHRIMP—Stocks of shrimp are re- 
ported on the short side, particularly 
on small deveined. Medium is offered 
on spot here at $4.95 for 24/4148 de- 
veined, with large at $5.45 and Jumbos 
at $5.95. On the regular pack, 24/ 
5 oz., offerings of broken are reported 
here at $3.65, with small at $4.35, 
medium at $4.65, large at $4.95, and 
Jumbos at $5.50. 
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CHICAGO MARKET 


Heavy Orders Strain Canners Ability to 
Fill—Staples Vegetables Generally Firm 
—Kraut Sharply Off—Fruit Prices Hold

Chicago, September 14, 1961 

THE SITUATION—Nobody could 
complain about the lack of business 
available in this market the past few 
weeks as Chicago buyers seem to be 
in a buying mood. Obtaining con- 
firmation and getting orders shipped 
on time is the problem in many cases 
as vegetable canners with any kind of 
a following have been on the receiv- 
ing end of a volume of business that 
is greater than their ability to pack 
and ship. It’s a temporary condition, 
of course, and it carries many head- 
aches with it but a situation of this 
kind is a very pleasant change from 
the usual order of things. 

Tomatoes, corn, beets and tomato 
products are the major items that 
have created the bottleneck. Local 
tomato canners are just now beginning 
to experience a flow of raw stock that 
might be considered normal and all 
of them have been reluctant to sell 
something they haven't got and they 
just haven’t had the goods to sell so 
far. Stocks of beets and corn were so 
badly depleted that the industry just 
couldn’t pack and ship fast enough to 
satisfy the trade’s demand although 
they should be out of the woods 
shortly. 

Pricewise, it has been a firm market 
with only a few exceptions. All of 
the above mentioned vegetable items 
are on very firm ground and should 
continue that way under current cir- 
cumstances. A sharp drop in the price 
of kraut caught the trade by surprise 
although it was a pleasant one to 
them. Applesauce prices continue to 
sag with just about all other fruit 
prices unchanged. New pack prune 
plum prices are much lower than last 
year while pear prices are somewhat 
higher. There are rumors of an ad- 
vance on pineapple juice but it is 
nothing more than that at the mo- 
ment. 

TOMATOES—Prices are now more 
generally quoted from local sources 
although there is still a good per- 
centage of canners on the sidelines. 
Usually standards are quoted at $1.05 
for ones, $1.35 for 303s. $2.30 for 214s 
and $7.75 to $8.00 for tens. However, 
it is still a lot easier to obtain con- 
firmation on a small order than it is 
on a large one. Extra standards vary 
from $1.45 for 303s up to $1.60 with 
tens running from $8.00 up to $8.50.

As usual, it is the quality that makes 
the difference. 

TOMATO PRODUCTS—Many 
California canners are withdrawn 
from the market insofar as new busi- 
ness is concerned and they have done 
so because of a heavily sold position 
and not because of a lack of raw 
product. Prices there continue firm 
at levels that are much higher than 
last year’s openings. Local canners 
are not pushing for sales on anything 
and probably won't until they can 
better determine just what will hap- 
pen to the pack. In the meantime, 
fancy tomato juice is listed at a bot- 
tom of $1.20 for 2s and $2.35 for 46 
oz. while fancy catsup is held at $1.75 
for 14 oz. and anywhere from $10.25 
to $11.25 for tens. It is a seller's mar- 
ket at the moment. 

KRAUT—One of the major factors 
in Wisconsin apparently decided to 
do something about price cutting in 
New York and brought the market on 
kraut down to lower levels than it 
has been for quite some time. Cur- 
rently, fancy grade is now available 
at $1.10 for 303s, $1.50 for 214s and 
$5.15 for tens. The price break comes 
at a delightful time in the buyer's 
opinion as all of them are just now 
making plans for the early fall pro- 
motions and the above prices will 
really give them something to play 
with. Kraut should sell very well. 

CORN—Local canners have just 
about completed the task of filling up 
some very empty pipelines and they 
have been hard pressed to. do so. 
Conditions of this kind usually mean 
firm markets and corn is no excep- 
tion to the rule, at least to the pres- 
ent time. Furthermore, pack  esti- 
mates are going down, and if the total 
production ends up under 40 million 
cases this market should continue firm. 
Fancy corn is selling at $1.55 for 303s 
and $8.75 for tens with extra standard 
usually at $1.40 and $8.00. The trade 
here have been buying heavily with 
little concern about prices to date. 

BEANS—It looks like an excellent 
green bean pack in the making and 
while prices were a little wobbly to 
Start, they seem to have settled down. 
Fancy three sieve cuts are available 
here at $1.3714 for 303s and $8.00 for 
tens while fours are 5¢ less on 303s 
and 50¢ less on tens. The sale of 
beans here has been excellent so far as 
stocks were either exhausted or close 
to it when the pack began. Wax 
beans appear to be shaping up short 
and prices are holding steady at $1.50 
for fancy threes in 303s and $8.50 
for tens.

PEAS—Here is a market that ‘s 
strong now and it hardly seems _pos- 
sible prices could go anyway excet 
up. Many Wisconsin canners are olf 
the market on the popular items in- 
sofar as new business is concerned as 
they already expect considerable dif- 
ficulty filling out commitments they 
now have on the books. It was tough 
to buy peas last spring but all indi- 
cations point to an even tighter situa- 
tion next spring. . Come next 
March a buyer will really need a 
friend. 

APPLESAUCE—Canners of apple 
products have had their problems this 
year and they are not out of trouble 
yet. The market is sloppy and the 
trade have no confidence at the mo- 
ment despite current low prices. The 
general market is quoted at $1.25 for 
fancy 303s and $7.75 for tens but 
goods have been sold here at $1.2214 
and $7.50 with rumors of even lower 
prices on tens. This will be a routine 
situation for some time to come. 

WEST COAST FRUITS—Sales and 
shipments of cocktail and Cling 
peaches in this market have been ex- 
cellent to date and any advance on 
cocktail would really give sales a 
boost. Now the trade are anxiously 
awaiting first shipments of new pack 
pears and prune plums which are 
currently going into cans. Stocks of 
plums in distributors’ hands dried up 
a long time ago and the same is true 
of certain counts and sizes of pears. 
First offerings from the Coast indicate 
new plums will cost $2.60 for fancy 
214s and $9.50 for tens with choice at 
$2.35 and $9.00 down sharply from 
last year. The pack is not expected 
to come up to what would be con- 
but will be much 
greater than last-year’s flop. Overall, 
the movement of fruit should be good 
as prices on the major items such as 
Clings, cocktail and apricots have 
been or still are lower than the trade 
have seen for a long time. 


CALIFORNIA MARKET 


Tomato Tonnage Falls Down—Canrers 
Withdraw From Market And Now H»ld- 
ing To List On Contract Shipmenti— 
Cocktail Moves At New Lows—O her 
Fruits Routine

THE SITUATION—With a Lare 
market on tomato products, the e «rly 
tonnage was devoted to these ite ms. 
Some early concessions were made ut 
extreme offers off list were suc: ess 
fully resisted. Pricing settled to a 
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routine list less 25¢ on 10's; 10¢ on 
24s; and 5¢ on 303s; as reported two 
weeks ago. However, tonnage re- 
cipts were not developing ex- 
pected. Early receipts were ahead of 
last year but way behind the previous 
year. Secondly, and more important, 
the historical weekly doubling of ton- 
nage receipts was not taking place. 
Hopefully, but cautiously (some can- 
ners withdrew two weeks ago) canners 
watched this figuring when the first 
100,000 ton week was reached and 
thought tomatoes would roll. But, in 
spite of 100,000 tons the week-end of 
August 26, the following week fell off. 


Result—canners not only withdrew 


from the market but also ended all 
or any concessions from full list. 


PEELED TOMATOES—Many can- 
ners did not start peeling until this 
week of September 11. Prices firm at 
lists.
